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Big Three statement issued in London, Washington and 


Moscow announced early today that 12 represeneative Poles,

Represemtatives of the Polish 
provisional government in Warsaw, 
Polish leaders elsewhere in Poland 
and Polish leaders outside the coun- 
try were invited. 

Former Premier Stanislaw Miko- 
laiczyk of the Polish government- 
in-exile here, former labor minister 
Jan Stanczyk and social worker 
Julyan Zakowski were invited from 
London and were expected to leave 
for Mcscow Thursday. 

No representatives of the London 
Polish government were on the list 
of persons invited. 

There were four from the Warsaw 
Polish Administration, including 
Boleslaw Berut, its president, and 
Award Osubka Morawski, prime 
minister. 

The list also includes leaders from 
inside Poland. They are Wicenty 
Witos, Peasant Party leader and 
twice prime minister; Zygmund Zu- 
lawski, Socialist Party leader; Stan- 
islaw Kutrzebra, historian of Cra- 
cow University; Adam Krzyzanow- 
ski, economics professor at Cracow, 
and Henry Kolodzeiski, formerly H- 
brarian of the Polish Parliament. 

The conference was called by For- 


and the American and British am- 
bassadors to the Soviet Union, W. 
Averell Harriman and Sir Archibald 
Clark Kerr in the name of the 
Allies. 

Announcement of the meeting at 
Moscow came as Harry Hopkins, 
personal envoy of President Truman, 
returned to Washington ftom 
lengthy conferences in the Soviet 
capital with Premier Marshal Joseph 
Stalin and Foreign Commissar 
Vyacheslav Molotov.

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Thoughts on the History 
And Value of Astronomy i 


by Peter Stone — 


ASTRONOMICAL observations began in the basins of the Nile and 
Euphrates because cultivation of indigenous cereals, wheat and 
barley, required a knowledge of the seasons, and made a calendar a 
necessity. The day as a unit of time was imposed on man by nature. 
When a longer period of time was wanted, the month was first taken, 
each month beginning with the appearance of a new 
moon. About 2,000 BC the Babylonians mapped out 
a 360-day year or twelve months, with the day divided 
into hours, minutes and seconds. They also con- 
structed a sun-dial to mark passing hours. ZN 
The apparent movement of the sun and planets. 
among the fixed stars was observed, and the naming 
of the seven days after the sun, moon, and five known 
planets gave the week as another unit of time. The 
journey of the sun across the sky was mapped out in 
twelve divisions to agree with the months, each di- 
vision named after some deity or animal. Thus arose the association 
of parts of the sky with the Ram, Crab, Scorpion, etc., afterwards con- 
nected with definite groups of stars which we still call by those names. 
Gradually the regularity of astronomical events became apparent 
and according to a document of the sixth century BC, the felative 
positions of the sun and moon were calculated in advance, and the 
prediction of eclipses was made possible. : 


COPERNICAN THEORY ‘ 


Jc ABLY astronomy was geocentsic, wOtr the earth a5 the comter of the 

universe. Those theories met their end with the arguments put 
ferth by Copernicus and the observations of Galileo. Despite erron- 
eous theories and follies of astrology the ancient philosophers and 
‘scientists were able to interpret successfully many heavenly phenomena 
and predict lunar and solar eclipses with great accuracy. -. 

Since the earth and moon are solid, opaque bodies and illuminated 
by sunlight, each is accompanied in its orbit by a shadow, which is 
ordinarily invisible, and into space in a direction opposite that 
of the sufi. Occasionally the r passes into the earth's shadow and 
is darkened, producing a lunar eclipse; at other times its shadow falls 
upon the earth, effecting a solar eclipse. 

The latter will be the case on July 5, when America will be able 
to see a portion of the sun blotted out by the moon. Partial eclipse 
will occur as the sun rises and people in western states will have to get 
up early to see it. People who live in the east will see the moon cover a 
section of the sun after it has risen. 

The eclipse will last 2% hours travelling across this country, Green- 
land, Norway, Sweden, Finland and the Soviet Union. It will be totally 
eclipsed in Turkestan, 

Observation stations for viewing the phenomenon have been set up 
in this country, Canada, Scandanavia and the USSR.

Topics to be discussed will in- 
elude the solar system, the internal properties of stars, analysis of 
starlight, star systems, star evolution and the history and value of 
astronomy.
